Arabs call the adverbial function which designates state or 
condition the Haal. The Haal answers the question how? in regard to 
the state or condition of the subject or object. 

The Haal is usually (1) an adjective, (2) a noun (which may be a 
verbal noun), (3) a prepositional phrase, or (4) a clause; the following 
examples illustrate the first two types (the last two will be illustrated 
in the next lesson):
